London, Feb. 20.— The following dis- 
patch has been rfccivcd at the war 
Office from General BuUer, dated Blows 
Farm, Feb. W: "The Fusilier brigade 
Monday took Hlangwana bill, tbe 
right of the enemy's position, and 
commanding Culciiso, the rest of the 
force advancing toward the Tugela. 
Taesday morning the enemy hai with- 
drawn all the troops north of the Tu- 
gela and had practically evacuated Co- 
lenso. General Hart occupied Coleuso 
after a very slight resistance by a 
weak rear guard and we hold the line 
of the Tugela on the south side from 
Colenso to Eagle's Nest. The enemy 
seems to be in full retreat aud appar- 
ently are only holding tbe position 
they occupy acroii the Colenso-Lady- 
smith railway, where it is close to 
the angle of the Tugela with a v/eiik 
rear guard. Hart's advance guard is 
crossing at Colenso. Our casualties, 
for two days, hare, I hope, been few." 

Unofflclally, It Is rumored that Gen- 
eral Kitchener has brought General 
Cronje to a standstill, and has engaged 
him, and it is added tbe war ofllce is 
only awaiting the resnlt of the battle. 
This, however. thoiiRh plausible, may 
be premature. In any cascr the con- 
fident hope that General Cronje has 
been cut qfC from Bloemfontein con- 
tiauea to prerall in London, especially 
in view of detailed dispatches saying 
that the Free Staters, when they saw 
the extent of tbe British foroes, were 
in favor of surrendering. 

The Westminster Gazette's military 
critic says he believes the Boers have 
started northward iu Natal, aud will 
raise the siege of Ladysmith and rein- 
force General Cronje. But tbis must 
be regarded as rather optomistie, at 
any rate until General Bullor has de- 
veloped the Boers' second line of de- 
fense, which on every attempt to reach 
Ladysmith has proved impregnable. 

Old Soldlerft Callvd into Service. 

London, Feb. 20. — The queen, 
through her private secretary, Sir Ar- 
thur John Bigge, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to the commander-in- 
chief of the forces, Meld Marshal Lord 
Wolseley: "As so large a proportion 
of tbe army is now in South Africa, 
the queen fully realises that necessary 
measures must be adopted for home 
defense. Her majesty is advised that 
it would be possible to devise for a 
year an clBcient force from her ol^ 
soldiers who haTe already served as 
officers, noncommiSiloned offlccrs or 
privates, and confident in their devo- 
tion to the ooontry and loyalty to her 
throne, the queen appeals to them to 
serve her once more in place of' those 
who, for a time, side by side with the 
peoples of her colonies, are nobly re- 
Slating- the Invaiion of her South Afri- 
OM p esees s lons. Her majesty has sig- 
nliod her pleasure that these bat- 
talions shall be designated the Royal 
Beserve battalions of her army."

Columbus, O.. Feb. 20.— Senator Wil- 
helm of Stark thinks there should be 
some check put upon teachers who 
leave their schools as soon as they get 
places where the remuneration is 
greater, leaving tbe boards of educa- 
tion without teachers to take their 
places. To stop this he introduced a 
bill to require teachers to give small 
bonds that they will fill their part in 
the contracts, the bond to ran from 

$100 to $200. 

Senator Dodge's hipliway cornniis- 
sion bill was reported back from the 
committee on roads and highways with 
recommendation for passage. 

A message from Governor Nash ap- 
pointed San>Mil Weil of Mahoniii!; 
county and George E. Baldwin of Stark 
county to succeed i>eorge D. Oessaman 
and Dr. Gardiner as trustees of the 
Cleveland State hospital. The appoint- 
ments were cnnfirmed by the senate 
without reference. 

The'senate passed Senator Brorein's 
bill to pay indemnity to landowners 
for flooding by water from the Mercer 
reservoir. The total claims amounted 
to several hundred dollars. 

Senator Long's bill to authorize 
county commissioners to aid county 
fair associations to the extent of $800 
per annum was pa.^.sed. 

The bill for the relief of the family 
of Guard Lauderbaugh, who was killed 
by convicts, was passed by the senate 
without opposition. It gives to the 
widow $2,000 and to each of the four 
children |500. 

When the MeCordy bill, repealing 
an act under which Troy has issued 
bonds for securing the location of in- 
dustries and other purposes, wa.-i 
reached on third reading, it having 
been taken from the hands of Senator 
Long aa a committee by. the senate. 
Senator Brorein moved to postpone ac- 
tion for a day, when Senator Long 
would be here. It was lost. Senator 
Wightman stating that the bill would 
be useless if not passed at once. Sen- 
ator Cohen tried to have action post- 
poned until afternoon, but it failed. 
The bill was then passed by a vote of 
19 to 4. Senator Patterson made some 
direct charges against Senator Long 
He said he had been reliably informed 
before he came to the senate that Sen- 
ator Long would resort to tricky meth 
ods to kill a bill, and would not hesl 
tate to pocket a bill to do It. It is ex 
pected that Senator Long will call the 
senator down when he returns. Demo- 
cratic senators had telegrams from 
Senator Long saying he was sick and 
confined to his bed. 

Among the bills Introduced In the 
senate were: .Making uiaxinuiin pen- 
alty for dlst'irbing a public meeting 
9100 fine and 25 days; providing for a 
court of conciliation in each county 
Both branches adopted a resolution 
to adjourn from Wednesday to Mond.iy 
on account of Washington's birthday. 
House P roceedings. 
The house passed the McClinchy bill 
fixing a train crew at five men, a con 
ductor. a brakeman, a flagman, an en- 
gineer and a fireman, and whenever 
more than 15 eara are put into a 
freight train the bill would require the 
company to put on one more brake 
man. The bill was amended before 
being put to vote by Mr. Griffin of 
Lucas, so as to provide that half the 
penalty for violation shall go to the 
person giving the information as to its 
vxlolation. The bill will have to pass 
the senate before it becomes a law. 

Mr. Retbe'a houaa bill paaaed tite 
house. This bill la directed against the 
usury of chattel loan mortgage com- 
panies in cities. Such companies are 
to be required to procure a license, 
records kept open, and interest is lim- 
ited to 18 per cent a year, clear. 

The Davis house bill, providing for 
more secure guarding of machinsry. 
so as to prevent accidents to employes, 
passed the house. 

House bill by Mr. Love, providing 
for called meetings of tbe state board 
of health by the prMldent, paaaed the 
house. , 

At the afternoon session the COx 
ripper bill came up with other bills 
for second reading, and on request of 
Representative Longworth. one pf the 
two Cox Republican members of the 
house, the bill was referred to the 
committee on municipal affairs. 

Among the bills introiluced in the 
houss were: Authorizing village coun- 
cils to increase tbe tax on bicycles and 
vehicles: providing that cirentt courts 
can not reverse a -Judgment of a lower 



court but once upon the weight of the 
te.stimony against the same party; pro- 
viding that foreign guardians of resi- 
dents of Ohio shall glTo the same ae 
curity as home guardians; providing 
that before a life insurance company 
can re-insure its business or re-incor- 
porate or consolidate with another, it 
must submit Its plans for approval to 
the governor, attorney general and In* 
surance superintendent 

THE EVIDE NOE 
In the Possession ot MHcrnm to Sub* 
stantiate His Charges. 

Washington, Feb. 20.-7Charles E. 

Macrum, late consul at Pretoria, fur- 
bishes proof of his charge that United 
States official mail was opened by tbe 
British censor. 

Mr. Macrum has several envelopes, 
each bearing the British sticker ap- 
plied to the envelop after it h.id been 
opened by tbe censor. He has one en- 
velop which contained mail matter 
from consul General Stowe at Cape 
Town. It Is the regulation blue of 
the consular service. It bears upon its 
face tbe legend "U. S. Consular Serv- 
ice," and a stamp, "mall suspended." 
On tbe reverse side Is the . United 
States government seal Impressed 
upon the red sealing wax of the con- 
sular service. 

The British sticker resealing the let- 
ter after It had been opened, bears the 
potential initials "V. R.." the Initials 
of thf^ ( h-rk who opened the letter, 
tbe name of the place where it was 
opened. This letter was mailed at 
Cape Town, Oct 4. by Consul General 
Stowe. It was held there one month 
apparently, for tl)e next postmark is 
that of Durban, dated Nov. 4. From 
Durban it was sent to Pretoria and 
reached Mr. Macrum in Ita mutilated 
form. 

The ciri'ulars to consuls Issued by 
the department, not in themselves im- 
portant, but nevertheless "official 
mall," never reached Macrum. They 
were confiscated without apology or 
explanntion by the Hritlsh censor. As 
for Mr. Macrum's personal mail, he 
never beard of it. Tbe British author- 
ities are familiar with tbe American 
consular code. 

.On Nov. 8 Mr. M.icruni sent a cal)Ie- 
gram in code to the state department, 
urgently requiring that he be per- 
mitted to come home. Usually cable- 
grams, because of the difference in 
time betwei n South Afri( a and this 
country, cousume two days in trans- 
mission; that is to say, the cablegram 
sent by Mr. Macrum on Nov. 8 would 
normally have been received by the 
.''tate department on Nov. lO. Hut on 
Nov. 9, before the cablegram was re- 
ceived by the state department cer- 
tainly, and before it was sent from 
South Africa probably, the British pa- 
pers in Natal, hundred.s of miles away, 
annouui e.l iu inipiesslve type that Mr. 
Macrum, the American consul at Pre- 
toria, desired to be permitted to go 
home. 



Date Not Fixed. 
Washington. Feb. 20.— Mr. Hepburn 
attempted to secure an agreement to 

take up the Nlcaraguan canal bill, lie 
asked unanimous consent that it be 
taken up in two weeks. Mr. Richards 
asked if there waa anything in tbe 
bill which recognized tbe exercise of 
the Clayt(jn-ltulwer treaty. ' There Is 
not," replied Mr. Hepburn, "the bill 
provides for absolute ownership." Mr. 
Cannon (Ills.), chairman of the appro- 
priations committee, said he was not 
prepared to agree at this time to the 
consideration of tbe bill. "There is 
no objection on this side," observed 
Mr. Richardson, but Mr. Cannon still 
dissented. The bouse then went into 
committee of the whole, and Mr. New 
lands (Nev.), a member of the ways 
and means committee, took the floor in 
opposition to the Porto RIcan bill.

rhe Senator Says He Palrl Little At- 
tention to Stories About Bribes 
ns He Was Convinced the 
Beporte Were Untme. 



Washington, Feb. 20.— When the 

senate committee on elections resumed 
its sitting the cross-examination oC 
Senator Clark waa continued by Mr. 
Campbell. 

The first chiefly related to tbe mem- 
orandum of expenses supplied by the 
senator. He said he had prepared 
this statement from the books of his 
bank. He bad not only destroyed bin 
checks, but also the check stubs, but 
was confident that the showing made 
was correct. He had destroyed the 
checks in this instance, as be was in 
the habit of doing abqyt every six 
months, and not because he felt there 
was any especial reason for getting rid 
of them at this time. 

In reply to questions Mr.' Clark aald 
so far as be knew tbe committee act- 
ing in bis behalf in the campaign had 
not made any statement >t expendi- 
tures, as required by the Montana elec- 
tion law. He did not make any; he 
had not considered himself a candi- 
date when the members of the legisla- 
ture were dei ted. Money supplied by 
him later was tor the purpose of pay- 
ing expenses alr'\uiy incurred, and not 
as a senatorial candidate. 

"Where did your son get the |20,000 
ha paid during the aeaaion of the legia- 
lature?" 

"1 presume he checked on hla own 
account but I don't know." 

"What explanation did Mr. Well- 
come make when he made hia demand 

upon yo\i for $1,"..000?" 

"He said, a.^ well as I remembered, 
that be bad drawn upon his own ac- 
count. He will, however, be able to 
tell you about thiit. I required no de- 
tailed statement from him, feeling con- 
fident tbe expenditure was made In a 
legitimate way." 

Asked about the reports that his son 
had bought a lar^i' amount of property 
from State Senator Warren. Mr. Clark 
said he had made no inquiry of him, 
because he was thoroughly conviuued 
that the reports were untrue. "I 
asked neither him nor Wellcome nor 
Dickford nor David.-tm nor Steele, nor 
any of these men. in regard to any of 
tbe reports of bribery, because 1 was 
sure they were absolutely false," he 
said. "The < harg'^;- were made by men 
in vshoni I had no conlideiue. and they 
went In one ear ami out of the other." 
His son was, be said, in tbe habit ot 
conducting his own business affairs 
without coiisultin.!; hini. and as far aa 
the charges of bribery in connection 
with the transaction, he did not be- 
lieve them; hence, be had made no 
inquiry, and did not know that 17,000 
paid for this inoperty had t oni»' out 
of any of the money furnished by him 
in connection with the campaign. 

Referring to one of Ur. Ector's let- 
ters concerning Representative Woods, 
Mr. Clark said he understood that Mr. 
Woods was a good uatured man and 
liable to be Influenced by those who 
saw him fiist. He did not b> l.( ve he 
was seeking or would take a bribe. He 
believed, however, that Dr. Ector him- 
self was intimating that he wanted 
pecuniary remuneration for blmself. 
He said. liowi viT, mat he had merely 
glanced the letter over and passed it 
to Mr. Blckford. Tbis latter remark 
aroused the interest of Senator Hoar, 
who asked a number of questions 
showing incredulity In the matter, but 
Mr. Clark insisted that he did not 
know Mr. Ector, and that he had glTon 
very little attention to the letter, not- 
withstanding it related to the vote of 
a member of the legislature. 

Mr. Clark also testified concerning 
the loan ot 126,000 made by bias to tha 
Rosa Dyer MercaatUa company, but 
said ao tar aa ha knaw this firm had 
no conneetlM wttt Itata ItMtMr 
Hapna. 

At thla Jvaetnra Mr. Campbell aak- 

ed Mr. Clark to submit bis account 
books, showing his expendltureb since 
the beginning of the oampalfn In Mon- 
tana. ^ 

Ut. Fanlkaar objected. Ho aald Mr. 
Clark had made a showing of all of 
his political expendiutres, and be was 
not bound to expose hla pfaonal and 
buslneas e](pendlti<rea.

TiiK ruhlic I/idKer echoitiK the ci y of a 
lot of other Republicaa papers asks why 
an inquest was not held upcn Gov. Goe- 
bel's remains. It ia not the rale, aa the 
editor of the Ledger well knows, to hold 
inquests on any one's remains when it 
ia known what caoaed that one's death. 
Mr. Ooebel was shot down almoat at 
midday, in front of the Capitol building 
and died of his wounds. It is known 
that hli death was the reaalt of a piatol 
or rifle shot, and that that shot WM fired 
by some person unknown. . 

All reports at that time agreed that the 
shots came from cowardly assassins con- 
cealed in the Kxecutive building, and 
that this building was occupied by Re- 
poblican State officials, and filled with a 
crowd of mountain Republicans at the 
time. Neither is it denied that the Taj'- 
lorite miUtia in a few minutea after the 
shots were fired took poeaesslon of this 
bulldint; and for days afterwards permit- 
ted no civil officer of Frankfort or Frank- 
lin Oonnty to enter the building to search 
for clues.

Andrew Carnegie, in a speech made at 
the Lotos Club a fortnight ago, referred 
to John D. Rockefeller aa "the richeat 
man in the world." 

Three years aito one of the counsel of 
the Standard Oil Company said, in the 
course of legal proceedings at Philadel- 
phia, that Mr. Rockefeller was entitled, 
on his holding of stock, to two-fifths of 
the dividends of $30,000,000 declared for 
that year. This woiilil have made Mr. 
Bockefeller's income 112,000,000. 

Tb« Standard Oil Company has recent* 
ly declared a 20 per cent, dividend for 
the flrat quarter of this year, or at the 
rate of 180,000,000 a year. Mr. Book** 
feller's share of this— his income from 
this source alone— would be $32,000,000. 

In Mr. Prick's sworn statement of the 
allairs of the Carnp>;ie Steel Company, • 
synopsis of which was printed in the 
World, be aayi that Mr. Carnegie esti- 
mated the net profits for 1900 at $40,000,- 
000, and Mr. Frick estimated them at 
$4'->.500,000. As Mr. Carnegie owns 53- 
lOOtbs of tlie conoern, his profita for the 
yew would be 184,800,000. 

Both these men, of course, have other 
property, but Mr. Carnegie evidently

Hoeta of moa will be 
thrown out of employment. The market 
being in the control of few hands prices 
can be forced up, at least temporarily. 
Tkzatioa beyond the dream of the past 
can be laid by private hands upon the 
whole community— the entire nation. 

"The enormous power of aggregate 
capital," he said, "can corrupt and de- 
baneh oar Ooaadla, oar I^glslataree 
and our Congress. 

"What a revelation of the spirit of our 
modem corporation has been given 
wf thla the last fow dayi la the aitoaad* 
ing statemoat of the ptoAta of the Car- 
negie Company last year and for the 
present year. A company expecting to 
make from $40,000,000 to $30,000,000 in 
the current year with a capital of 125,- 
000,000— to what extent water we do not 
know— asking the State to tax the whole 
nation under the guise of a tariff that it 
may be able to inoraaae tho wagea of its 
workiogmen. 

"N'o more revoltinj; story is told in the 
history of the industrial world than the 
tale of the Standard Oil trust."
